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Lycoming's  football  team  recorded  its  28tli  consecutive  winning  campaign  in  2002,  going  6-3  with  two  of  their  losses  coming  in 
overtime.  The  \X  arriors  got  oft  to  a  fast  start  with  four  consecutive  wins  to  open  tlie  year,  including  a  50-3  pounding  of  ri\-al  Susquehanna  and 
a  24- 10  \ictory  over  eventual  MAC  champion  King's.  L5'corning's  post-season  aspirations,  however,  were  dashed  with  two  straight  overtime  losses 
in  weeks  five  and  si.x.  But  showing  the  character  of  a  Frank  Girardi  coached  team,  the  Warriors  rebounded  to  win  nvo  of  their  final  three  games, 
including  a  55-24  triumph  over  Juniata  to  send  off  die  team's  20  seniors. 

Tailback  Jared  Morns  had  a  stellar  senior  season  after  biding  liis  time  for  diree  years  as  a  backup.  Morris  earned  die  ball  1 59  tunes  m  2002 
for  1 ,005  yards  and  11  touchdowns.  Six  times  he  rushed  for  more  than  100  yards  in  a  single  game.  Morris's  parmer  in  crime  in  Lycoming's  backfield 
was  senior  fullback  j on  Neve.  Neve  carried  the  ball  105  nmes  for  534  yards  and  se\'en  touchdowns.  He  recorded  three  consecutive  100-yard  games 
to  open  the  season  before  suffering  an  ankle  injury  diat  slowed  liim  die  remainder  of  the  year.  The  Warriors'  running  back  tandem  caught  the 
attention  of  coaches  around  the  MAC  earning  first-team  ;ilJ-conference  honors. 

Sophomore  quarterback  Phil  Mann  put  up  strong  numbers  in  his  first  season  as  a  starter.  Mann  completed  80-of-l  34  passes  for  1,100 
yards.  He  tossed  nine  touchdowns  while  being  intercepted  only  tlve  tunes.  Mann's  passing  efficiency  rating  of  143.36  led  the  MAC  and  ranked 
22nd  in  the  nation  at  the  end  of  the  regular  season.  He  was  6-1  as  a  starter,  missing  Lycoming's  nvo  overtimes  losses  due  to  an  injury. 

junior  Ricky  Lannetti  was  the  Warnors'  leading  receiver  with  30  catches  on  the  season  for  468  yards  and  three  touchdowns.  Fellow  juniors 
Sean  Henmgar  and  Ray  Withelder  also  played  key  roles  in  die  passing  game  widi  20  catches  each  and  a  combined  68 1  recei^^ng  yards. 

Defensively,  senior  Chris  Roantree  set  the  tone  for  Lycoming,  ranking  second  in  tackles  with  48  while  leading  the  team  widi  five  sacks  and 
1 6  tackles-for-a-loss.  Roantree  was  named  an  all-conference  first-team  member.  I-ellow  senior  Zach  Latsha  helped  Roantree  control  die  defensive 
front,  recording  47  tackles  on  die  year  including  four  sacks  and  1 1  tackles  beiiind  die  line  of  scrimmage. 

Freshman  Luke  Sterling  led  the  linebacking  corps  with  a  team-high  54  tackles.  Seniors  Steve  Chortanoff  ami  Brian  Bond  added  4 1  and 
38  stops,  respectively,  along  side  Sterling.  Chortanoff  earned  all-conference  honorable  mention  honors.  In  the  secondary,  senior  Matt  Hennch  was 
a  first-team  all-con terence  selection  after  leading  die  Warriors  in  passes  defended  with  eight,  including  four  interceptions.  He  also  tallied  36  tackles 
in  run  support.  Junior  Tim  Schmidt  also  picked  off  four  passes  for  Lycoming  in  2002.

The  Warrior  men's  soccer  team  entered  the  2002  campaign  with  a  roster  dominated  b\'  freshmen 
and  the  results  were  not  unexpected.

Lycoming's  men's  basketball  team  entered  the  2002- 
2003  season  with  high  expectations  despite  a  roster  that 
featured  nine  new  faces.  The  Warriors  lived  up  to  manv  of 
those  expectations,  recording  their  ninth  consecutive 
winning  season  and  making  their  fifth  straight  appearance 
in  the  Freedom  Conference  tournament.  Lj-coming  ended 
the  season  with  an  overall  mark  of  15-1 1  after  falling  to 
DeSales  University  in  the  semifinals  of  the  conference 
playoffs. 

Senior  Tommy  Wesner  earned  first-team  all-conference 
honors  for  his  roll  in  leading  the  Warriors.  Wesner  led 
both  the  team  and  the  conference  in  scoring  for  the  second 
consecutive  season  averaging  20  points  per  game.  He  also 
was  a  league-leader  in  three-pointers  with  95  and  assists 
unth  91 .  Wesner  finishes  his  career  at  Lycoming  with  1 ,428 
points  to  rank  6'*'  on  the  Warriors'  all-time  scoring  list 
despite  spending  just  three  years  at  the  College. 

Junior  Matt  Stackhouse  and  freshman  Jonathan  Pribble 
also  received  post-season  honors  from  the  conference. 
Stackliouse  was  named  to  the  all-conference  first-team  after 
earning  second-team  honors  last  season.  He  led  Lycoming 
and  the  conference  in  rebounding,  pulling  down  10.4 
rebounds  per  game.  He  also  was  the  Warriors'  second- 
leading  scorer  averaging  1 7.2  points-per  game. 

Pribble  was  dubbed  the  Freedom  Conference  Rookie-of- 
the-Year  following  a  stellar  freshman  campaign.  Pribble 
averaged  14.4  points  and  5.5  rebounds  per  game  for 
Lycoming  to  rank  third  on  the  team  in  both  categories.  He 
was  also  the  top  freshman  in  tlie  entire  conference  m  both 
scoring  and  rebounding.  Pribble  also  tallied  71  assists  and 
20  blocked  shots  in  his  first  season  at  the  coUegiate  level. 
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The  Warrior  women's  basketball  team  faced  an 
uphill  battle  entering  the  2002-2003  season  with 
only  one  senior  and  two  juniors,  and  playing  in 
a  conference  that  featured  three  teams  ranked 
among  the  top  1 5  in  the  nation  for  much  of  the 
year.  Lycoming,  however,  responded  to  the 
challenge  and  laid  a  solid  foundation  for  the 
future  of  the  program.  Despite  finishing  widi 
an  overall  record  of  10-14,  die  Warriors  were  in 
playoff  contention  entering  their  final  game.  They 
also  gained  a  lot  of  experience  placing  two  games 
each  ag;iinst  King's,  DeSales,  and  Scranton  — 
three  teams  that  received  bids  to  the  NCAA 
playoffs. 

Senior  Lyndy  LeVan  played  with  injuries 
throughout  much  of  the  season  but  still 
managed  to  lead  the  team  with  13.5  points  and 
8.6  rebounds  per  game.  Her  final  season  was 
highlighted  by  becoming  the  program's  all-time 
leading  scorer  in  early  February.  LeVan  fimshes 
her  career  with  1,543  points. 

Jumor  Emily  DiAIarco  was  the  team's  second- 
leading  scorer  averaging  11.7  points  per  game. 
She  will  be  counted  on  to  lead  Lycoming  next 
season  along  widi  sophomore  Mindy  Gulp  and 
freshman  Sabrina  Catrambone.

Lycoming's  men's  tennis  team  opened  a  new  era  in 
2003  with  first-year  head  coach  lohn  Dorner.  The 
Warriors  went  just  1  -7  overall,  but  have  begun  laxing 
a  solid  foundation  for  the  fumre. 

Senior  Colin  Gabler  was  Lycoming's  most  consistent 
performer,  compiling  a  mark  of  3-3  at  fifth  singles. 
Junior  Bernardo  L'rdaneta  and  senior  Andv  Slawecki 
each  went  2-6  in  singles  action  -  Urdaneta  in  the  first 
position  and  Slawecki  in  the  fourth  position. 
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The  College's  women's  tennis  program  had  another  successful  season 
under  the  leadership  of  head  coach  Deb  Holmes  recording  the  program's 
10th  consecutive  winning  season  and  qualifying  for  the  MAC  champion 
Mora\ian  in  the  semifinals  of  the  conference  tournament. 

Lycoming  was  led  by  the  senior  duo  of  Cricket  Temple  and  Meredith 
Moerschbacher.  Temple  compiled  a  12-2  record  aas  the  team's  number 
one  singles  player  while  Moerschbacher  was  1 1-1  at  number  two  singles. 
The  pair  joined  forces  as  a  doubles  team  and  dominated  the  competition 
going  undefeated  on  the  year  at  9-0.  Botii  Temple  and  Moerschbacher 
were  named  first-team  all-conference  players.  During  dieir  careers,  die  duo 
combined  for  93  singles  nctones  and  45  doubles  victories. 

Freshman  losemar  Castillo  and  junior  Heidi  von  Schwedler  also  had  solid 
seasons  for  the  Warriors.  Casullo  stepped  into  the  third  position  in  the 
singles  ladder  in  her  first  season  of  collegiate  tennis  and  posted  a  7-3  mark 
for  the  year.  \'on  Schwedler  went  7-2  as  Lycoming's  number  four  singles 
player.  Castillo  and  von  Schwedler  played  togedier  as  die  W'arnors'  second 
doubles  team  compiling  a  record  of  9-3  that  included  a  quarterfinal 
appearance  in  die  ^L\C  Doubles  tournament.

Lycoming  went  20-5  overall  in  dual  matches  diis  season,  including  a  6- 1  mark  versus  Middle  Adanric  Conference 
toes.  The  Warriors  were  ranked  among  the  top  20  teams  in  die  nation  diroughout  the  season  and  entered  the  national 
championships  dubbed  16*. 


At  the  MAC  Championsliips  held  in  late  February,  Lycoming  placed  second  behind  onlv  Delaware  Valley  College.  The

Every  year  Habitat's  Campus  Chapters  &  Youth  Program  sponsors 
the  Collegiate  Challenge  program.  This  program  provides  high 
school  and  college  students  \vith  alternative  spring  break  trips.

Walter  G.  Mclver 
1913-2003 

Born  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Mclver  attended  Westminster  Choir  CoUege  in  Princeton,  New  jersey.  He  and  his  wife,  Beulah,  moved  to 
W'illiamsport  in  1 942  to  direct  die  music  program  at  the  Covenant  Central  Presbyterian  Church  and  later  the  W'llliamsport  Civic  Choir, 
which  he  founded.  After  founding  die  Lycoming  College  Chour  in  1946,  for  30  years  Walter  Mclver  made  music  wndi  die  hundreds  of 
students  who  sang  with  the  choir  for  many  different  audiences. 

Since  Mclver  began  the  choir  here  at  Lycoming,  it  has  developed  into  a  100+  member  group.  It  is  a  renowned  group  with  performances 
around  the  United  States  and  Europe,  most  recendy  in  the  New  England  states  and  the  Crystal  Cathedral  in  California.  In  addition  to  the 
Lycoming  College  Choir,  there  are  the  Chamber  Choir  and  die  Tour  Choir.  The  choir's  "Benediction"  that  closes  every  performance  is  a 
tradition  brought  to  Lycoming  by  Mclver.

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The  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  W.  Edgar  '65,  General  Secretary  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  the  nation's  largest 
ecumenical  organization,  gave  the  Baccalaureate. 

Edgar  began  his  career  as  a  United  Methodist  minister.  In  1974  he  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  Congress,  serving  for 
six  terms.  He  spent  a  decade  as  president  of  Claremont  School  of  Theology  before  being  chosen  to  head  the 
National  Council  of  Churches.  He  received  an  honorary  doctorate  from  Lycoming  in  1980. 

Edgar  outlined  the  challenges  of  the  planet,  as  6.2  billion  brothers  and  sisters  "who  want  clean  air  and  clean 
water."  He  also  mentioned  that  he  had  helped  to  create  the  first  homeless  shelter  in  Philadelphia  and  "the  bad 
news  is  that  it  is  still  open."  "We  are  called  by  God  to  make  a  difference  on  planet  earth,"  he  said.  "God  picks 
common  people  to  do  extraordinary  things."

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Have  vou  ever  wondered  why  we  walk  through  nvo  gates  in 
our  college  career  at  Lycoming?  A  siUy  tradition,  one  might 
think,  but  knowing  why  would  perhaps  make  you  savor  every 
footstep  through  the  gateway.  What  most  people  don't 
understand  is  diat  those  gates,  through  which  we  pass  our 
freshman  year  and  then  again  our  senior  year,  signify-  huge 
events  in  our  lives. 

I'or  convocation,  beginning  your  xerx  first  day  at  Lycoming,  all 
rhe  freshmen  are  required  to  walk,  as  a  class,  thrtjugh  the  Sykes 
gates.   It  is  usually  the  hottest  day  in  August,  sun  beadng 
down,  you  don't  know  ven'  many  people  and  you  have  adults 
idling  vou  that  even  if  the  clouds  should  appear  and  it  pours, 
\  ou  will  still  walk  through  that  gate.  What?  Why  should  you 
have  to  walk  through  a  metal  gate  in  die  middle  of  a  rain 
shower?  Because,  it  is  not  only  tradition,  it  begins  your  future 
and  it  only  happens  once.  It  begins  what  some  would  caU,  "die 
best  four  years  of  your  life."  Once  you  cross  diat  gate  you  leave 
your  past  behind,  to  an  extent,  and  things  are  never  the  same. 

When  I  passed  through  the  gate  my  freshman  year,  I  admit,  I  was  a  one  of  those 
students  who  thought  it  stupid  to  have  to  parade  through  campus  just  to  pass 
through  a  gate.  I  did  not  and  could  not  fully  appreciate  what  was  about  to  happen 
beyond  those  gates. 

At  Lycoming,  I  had  the  best  four  years  of  my  life,  dius  far.  At  Lycoming,  I  made  the 
greatest  friendships  I  have  ever  known.  At  Lycoming,  I  experienced  love,  I  experiencec 
hurt. .  .1  experienced  life.  I  began  life  "on  my  own".  I  began  embracing  the  freedom 
and  fun  that  comes  with  college  life;  a  reckless  abandonment  to  my  past,  allowing  me 
to  be  anything  and  ever\'thing  I  wanted.  At  Lycoming,  I  was  challenged  and  educated 
to  think  in  different  ways,  to  expand  my  way  of  thinking,  and  to  appreciate  not  only 
the  similarities,  but  also  the  differences  in  others.  Then  Lycoming  ends  and  more  gates 
appear.  This  time  the  gates  signify  an  ending. 

Clraduanon  comes.  Once  again  you're  being  herded  around  campus.  This  time  you  are 
wearing  big,  black  robes  and  it  is  sunny  or  rainy,  regardless,  you  are  still  being  told  that 
\ou  will  probably  have  to  walk  through  the  metal  gates,  but  this  time  it's  the  Metzger 
gates.  This  time  the  emotions  are  higher  dian  they  were  the  first  time  through  the 
Sykes  gate.  Once  you  hit  the  entrance  of  this  gate,  your  head  comes  up,  you  over  look 
the  beautifully  manicured  quad  and  see  your  future  and  your  past,  all  at  the  same  time 
before  you,  and  your  heart  pounds.  This  is  the  end. .  .and  the  beginning  of  something 
great. 

A  gateway  to  me  signifies  the  future,  a  new  beginning.  Once  you  pass  through  a  gate, 
\ou  are  physically  in  a  new  place.  Throughout  history,  gates  have  been  used  to  block  or 
open  the  way  for  progress.  In  fain'tales,  gates  guard  beautiful  mansions  and  secret 
gardens.  Even  in  the  Bible,  it  is  a  pearly  "gate"  that  you  pass  through  upon  your 
entrance  to  heaven  and  a  fier\'  gate  surrounding  hell.  What  lies  beyond  the  gate  is  a 
mvster\'. 

My  advice  to  you  is  to  make  your  experience  at  Lycoming  great.  Be  sad  when  you  cross 
through  the  Metzger  gate,  knowing  all  that  you  must  leave  behind,  but  be  able  to  leave 
because  vou  know  you  have  lived  and  accomplished  all  that  you  could  there  and  you 
must  go  on  antl  pursue  vour  future  through  a  new  gateway.

Herff  Jones 
Yearbooks  in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania  published  the 
yearbook.  The  yearbook  representative  and  general 
assistant  to  Lycoming  College  was  Dave  Brown.  The  176 
pages,  8  in  color,  were  printed  on  80  pound  Bordeaux 
paper.  DaVor  Photographic  Inc.  provided  photographic 
supplies  and  film  development  from  Bensalem, 
Pennsylvania.  DaVor  staff  photographers  took  the  senior 
portraits.  Student  photographers,  saident  organizations, 
faculty,  and  administrative  staff  submitted  otlier  photographs 
and  copy.  The  yearbook  staff  created  the  2003  Arrow 
Yearbook  using  Adobe  Pagemaker  7.0  and  the  Gallery
